I. Claims 31 and 32, drawn to a method of controlling fluid flow, classified in 
class 137, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 1-30 and 33, drawn to an apparatus for controlling fluid flow, 
classified in class 251, subclass 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. All of the apparatus valve species can be used in a 
process where the valve is either fully on and fully off so that flow through the pipe is 
either full flow or no flow and thereby not requiring the method step of partially twisting 
the duct to provide a partial flow rate as claimed. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1 ) The embodiment with clamped rotating collars as shown in figures 5-1 1 ; 

2) The embodiment with adhered rotating collars as shown in figure 12; 
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3) The embodiment with motor and gear rotating collars as shown in figure 13; 

4) The embodiment with rods on the duct I.D. as shown in figure 14; 

5) The embodiment with rods on the duct O.D. as shown in figure 15; 

6) The embodiment with embedded rods along the duct diameter as shown in 
figure 16; 

7) The embodiment with embedded rods on the duct I.D. as shown in figure 17; 

8) The embodiment with embedded rods on the duct O.D. as shown in figure 18; 

9) The embodiment with slanted rods as shown in figure 19; 

10) The embodiment with a threaded housing as shown in figure 28; 

1 1 ) The embodiment with a spring biased housing as shown in figure 29; 

12) The embodiment with a three piece housing as shown in figure 30. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for
